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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 2 and 19 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by GenEmbl accession number Y1 14146 (Sep. 02, 1997) as evidenced by Kaghad et al (IDS, Cell vol. 90, 
pages 809-19). Claims 2 and 19 are drawn to an isolated DNA molecule that hybridizes to the protein coding region of SEQ ID NO:2 under 
the recited condition wherein said DNA encodes a protein apoptosis inducing activity, wherein claim 19 is drawn to cDNA. 
Applicant argues the art does not teach the protein of the prior art of record has apoptosis inducing activity of the amended claims 2, and 
19. This argument is persuasive because the apoptosis inducing activity is the inherent activity of the prior art of record resulting from the 
transcriptional activity of the protein which in turn leads to growth inhibition of cells due to apoptosis (cell death). 

Claims 1, 16, 17, and 22 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. Applicant argues that the specification as originally filed has support for the 50 % homology to the full-length sequence. 
This argument has been fully considered but found unpersuasive. Although the specification discloses where in the protein of SEQ ID NO: 
1 lies the claimed transcription activation, DNA binding, and oligomerization domains and the recited functional characteristics of 
transcriptional control, growth inhibition and/or apoptosis induction are not associated with any specific domains of SEQ ID NO: 1 , but the 
recited functional characteristics are associated with the full length protein sequence, which the instant base claim 1 recites only 50% 
homology. . 
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
